Don't connect your set direct to 
the electric light circuit. If you 
want to employ the light current 


wires as an aerial use a one micro- 
farad in series to prevent a short 
cireult to the ground, and possible 
damage to the receiving set. 

Don't erect an antenna over the 
telephone or high-power lines. The 
antenna may accidently drop on 
the bare wires and electrocute 
some one, as well as cause @ serious 
short circuit. Don't try putting out 
fires, or try to quench the sparks 
caused by crossed wires, by throw- 
ing water on them. Don't attach 
ends of antenna to power or tele- 
phone poles. It is dangerous 

Don't run the antenna 
to the light and telephone lines. 
Hang it at right angles to the wires 
and higher than them if possible. 
Don't fail to insulate the antennna. 

Don’t attach antenna to live 
trees with out the wires being in- 
sulated at least fifteen feet from 
the nearest branches.
